Little Children Will be Taken Care 


of Next Week and Miss Fritter 


Will be There Then. 


Tho piny grounds at tho city park 
wore opened yesterday, although all 
the equipment is not yet in place. 
Many 
children 
visited 
the 
play 
ground the first day, although ar­ 
rangement- are not vet completed to 
take curt* of the little children. Miss 
Lid- Flitter, the director, who will 
have charge of the little children, 
will not be on the grounds until one 
week from yesterday, but if the chil­ 
dren are sent to the grounds 
they 
will be taken care of in as good a 
manner u s possible. 
The play grounds officials have 
prepared a set of rules that will he 
followed. 
The rules state tile time 
the m o u n d s are to he used and point 
out 
that the 
directors 
have the 
authority to 
govern the 
grounds. 
The set of rules adopted are as fol­ 


low s : 
I. The playground devices are for 
the use of children under the age of 
sixteen years. 
The custodian shall 
he the judge of the fitn e ss of all per­ 
son- using the devices and his de­ 
cision as to age and fitness shall he 
final. 
Tho playground will he open for 
the children from 8:30 a. rn. to 11:45 
a. rn. and from 1:00 p. rn. to 5:30 p. 
in. 
Parents should see that the chil­ 
dren do not come before the above 
hours and they should expect their 
children to 
return at 
the (dosing 
hours. 
3. The playground directors shall 
arrange a schedule of games wihch 
shall give a variety of exercises and 
al-o make the different pieces of ap­ 
p a r a t u s available to the younger and 
older children at certain hours. 
4. Had language and bad habits 
will not be tolerated upon the play­ 
ground. 
The 
custodian 
is vested 
with police power and is responsible 
for order upon tin* playground. 
Remember that the playground is 


first of all for the children. 
Others 
are welcome provided that they do 
not interfere in any way with the 
children or disobey the rules and 
regulation" of the playground. 
Any 
refusal to comply with the rules and 
regulations will la* deemed sufficient 


l ea-on for expulsion from the play­ 
ground; 
persistent violations will he 


fo llow ed by prosecution.

PICT, DISCOVERED TODAY

was with some difficulty that it was 


removed from his grasp. 
It 
lay 
across his left breast, the end of the 
muzzle touching the upper wound in 
his breast as if lie had lost all the 
use of his arm upon firing the last 
shot. 
The notes were written on scratch 
paper evidently taken from a bunch 
tacked on the wall for making nota­ 
tions on. 
They were tucked down in 


Andrews* coat pocket. 
I he notes 


were not found until the bodies had 


been moved because his coat aud 


ve>t had been removed and placed 


under the rug on which the dead 


bodies lay. 
The girl wore a white dress and 


a red sweater. 
She had a silver 


dollar in her purse and the young 


man had some small change in his 


poeket. 
Before the notes were found it 
was believed the suicide pact had 
been carried out Sunday, but Earl 
Robertson told the police that he 
wa." positive that lie had met Orville 
Andrews with a girl wearing a white 
dress Monday evening in front of 
L. L. Allen’s grocery store. 
They 
were going north in Main street, he 
said. 
Ed Oakley informed the police 
that lie saw Andrews Monday. They 
are the only persons who have been 
found who saw either Andrews or 
the girl from Sunday until their bo­ 
dies were found. 
The date on the girl’s note makes 
it evident that they did not end their 
lives before Monday some time. 
It 
i" believed that she would not have 
made a mistake in the date because 
Sunday was the Fourth of July and 
if the note had been written that 
day, it would have been dated July 
4. 
The girl referred to a sickness. 
Her father .stated this morning that 
she was very ill hmt winter and had 
never fully recovered, 
lier mother 
had been dead ti years and the fath­ 
er has tried to keep the famiy of 
four girls together a s best he could. 
They formerly lived near Orange in 
the neighborhood where the girl has 
been staying. 
Andrews stated in is note that he 
got the dope down town Wodnexlay 
night, which was last Wednesday, 
because the note was written last 
Thursday. His father explained that 
assertion by the fact that a bottle of 
(•Iodoform had been found a their 
house and it was presumed that Or­ 
ville had brought it there. It was evi­ 
dently the intention of Andrews to 
end his life last week with cholo form 
hut he was halted for the time by the 
McKlfresh girl, in whom he had con­ 
fided. 
He referred to a ticket in his grip. 
Mr. Andrews explained this bv tho 
statement that 
Orville 
had 
been 
planning to go west and that Ins 


p l a n s had matured so far as to buy 
a ticket. 
The bodies wore found by Charles 
Andrews, who ran a rug factory 
where the suicide took place. Ile en­ 
joyed a vacation yesterday and did 
not return to work until eight o’clock 
this morning. 
He was startled when 
he saw the curtains of the little one- 
story frame structure drawn closely. 
He said lie had never had the cur­ 
tains down. Ile 
was 
apprehensive 
when he opened the front door. Ile 
saw the two bodies lying there. 
At 
first he thought they were asleep 
Then he saw the pool of blood on 
the rug which lie had just finished 
last week, 
lie turned away and no­ 
tified the police. It was a deep shock 
to him. 
Policeman Yakey was notified by 
Elmer Warfield, who had been told 
of the tragedy by Charles Andrews 
Mr. and Mrs. Warfield, Charles An­ 
drews and his .sister May were tilt 
only ones there when the Policeman 
arrived. The curious gathered rapid­ 
ly. 
When the crowd grew large, Po­ 
liceman Yakey closed all of the win­ 
dows to keep the gaze of the crowd 
off the bodies. 
Fred Wilson, who does not live far 
from the place, told the police he 
heard shots in the direction of the 
building not long ago, but he is not 
certain on what day or night it was. 
Charles Andrews’ house is 
nearer 
than any other and he has heard no 
shots. 
Policeman Yakey and other 
felt certain the shots would not be 
heard very far when the building was 
all tightly closed. 
Mrs. Hazel Andrews, former wife 
of Andrews, was granted a divorce 
over a year ago and the custody oi 
her child, but did not get her maiden 
name back. 
The court allowed her 
$1.50 a week for the support of her 
child. 
She is now employed iii the 
Rushville steam laundry.

Yesterday and Many Children 


Attended—Rules Adopted. 


DIRECTORS 
ARE 
IN CHARGE 


Little Children Will be Taken Care 


of Next Week and Miss Fritter 


Will be There Then. 


Tlio play grounds at Hie city park 


were opened yesterday, although all 
tlio equipment is not yet in place. 
Many 
children 
visited 
the 
play 


ground the first day, although ar- 
rangements are not yet completed to 
take care of the little children. Mis? 
Lois Fritter, the director, who will 
have charge of the little children, 
will not, he on the grounds until one 
week from yesterday, hut if the chil- 
dren are sent to the grounds 
they 


will he taken care of in as good a 
manner as possible. 


The play grounds officials have 


prepared a set of rules that will be 
followed. 
The rules state the time 


the grounds are to be used and point 
out 
that the 
directors 
have the 


authority to 
govern the 
grounds. 


The set of rules adopted are as fol- 
lows : 


1. The playground1 devices are for 


the use of children under the age of 
sixteen years. 
The custodian shall 


be the judge of ihe fitness of nil per- 
sons using the devices and his de- 
cision as to age and fitness shall be 
final. 


The playground will be open for 


the children from 8:30 a. m. to 11:45 
a. m. and from 1:00 p. m. to 5:30 p 
in. Parents should see that the chil- 
dren do not come before the above 
hours and they should expect their 
children to 
return at 
the closing 


hours. 


3. The playground directors shall 


arrange a schedule of games wihch 
shall give a variety of exercises and 
also make the different pieces of ap- 
paratus available to the younger and 
older children at certain hours. 


4'. Bad language and bad habits 


will not be tolerated upon the play- 
ground. 
The 
custodian 
is vested 


with police power and is responsible 
for order upon the playgroirad. 


Remember that the playground is 


first of all for the children. 
Others 


arc welcome provided that they do 
not interfere in any way with the 
children or disobey the rules and 
regulations of the playground. Any 
refusal to comply with the rules and 
regulations will be Deemed sufficient 
reason for expulsion from the play- 
ground ; persistent violations will be 
followed by .prosecution.

were not found until the bodies had 
been moved because, his coat and 
vest had been 'removed and placed 
under the rug on which the dead 
bodies lay. 


The girl wore a white dress and 


a red sweater. 
She had a silver 


dollar in her purse and the yonn 
man had some small change in his 
pocket. 


Before the notes were found it 


was believed the suicide pact had 
been earned out Sunday, but Earl 
Robertson told the police that he 
was positive that he had met Orville 
Andrews with a girl wearing a white 
dress Monday evening in front of 
L. L. Allen's grocery store. 
They 


were going north in Main street, he 
said. Ed Oakley informed the police 
that he saw Andrews Monday. They 
arc the only persons who have been 
found who saw either Andrews 01 
the girl from Sunday until their bo- 
dies were found. 


The date on the girl's note makes 


it evident that they did not end their 
lives before Monday some time. 
It 


is believed that she would not have 
made a mistake in the date because 
Sunday was the Fourth of July and 
if 'the note had been written that 
day, it would have been dated July 
4. 


The girl referred to a sickness. 


Her father stated this morning that 
she was very ill last winter and had 
never fully recovered. 
Her mother 


had been dead C years and the fath- 
er has tried to keep tlie famiy of 
four girls together as best lie could. 
They formerly lived near Orange in 
the neighborhood where the girl has 
been staying. 


Andrews stated in is note that he 


got the dope down town Wednesdaj 
night, which was last Wednesday 
because the note was written last 
Thursday. His father explained that 
assertion by the fact that a bottle of 
choloform had been found a their 
house and it was presumed that Or- 
ville had brought it there. It was evi- 
dently the intention of Andrews to 
end his life last week with choloform 
but he was halted for the time by 'the 
McElfresh girl, in whom he had con- 
fided. 


He referred to a ticket in his grip 


Mr. Andrews explained this by the 
statement that 
Orville 
had 
been 


planning to. go west and that 'his 
plans had matured so far as to buy 
a ticket. 


The bodies were found by'Charles 


Andrews, who ran a rug factory 
where the suicide took place. lie en- 
joyed n vacation yesterday and die 
not return, to work until eight o'clock 
this morning. He was startled when 
he saw the curtains of the little one- 
story frame structure drawn closely. 
He said he had "never had the cur- 
tains down. He was 
apprehensive 


when he opened the front door. He 
saw the two 'bodies lying there. At 
first he thought they were asleep 
Then he saw the^ pool of blood on 
the rug which he had just finishec 
last week. He turned away and no- 
tified the police. It was a deep shock 
to him. 


Policeman Yakey was notified by 


Elmer Warfield, who had been told 
of the tragedy by Charles Andrews 
Mr. and Mrs. Warfield, Charles An- 
drews and his sister May were the 
only ones there when the Policeman 
arrived. The curious gathered rapid- 
ly. When the crowd grew large, Po- 
liceman Yakey closed all of the win- 
dows to keep the gaze of the erowc 
off the bodies. 


Fred Wilson, who does not live far 


from the place, told the police he 
heard shots in the direction of the 
building not long ago, but he is not 
certain on what day or night it was 
Charles Andrews' house is 
nearer 


than any other and he has heard no 
shots. Policeman Yakey and others 
felt certain the shots would not be 
heard very far when the building was 
all tightly closed. 


Mrs. Hazel Andrews, former wife 


of Andrews, was granted a divorce 
over a year ago and the custody of 
her child, but did not get her maiden 
name back. The court allowed her 
$1.50 a week for the support of her 
child. She is now employed in the 
Rushville steam laundry.
